ON ALLIES IN FLANDERS 


British Air Raid Upon Hoboken, 
Good Results—Works Were Set on Fire and Two Submarines in 
Yards Damaged—Big Battle Now in Progress in Carpathians— 
Austrians Developed Fresh Offensive in Carpathians

LONDON, March 24 A British air 
rald on Hoboken hear Antwerp, 
vhere the Germans are eonstructing 
submarines; another threatened ef- 


fort by the Germans in Flanders and 
heavy fighting in the Carpathiana are 
the outstanding features of today’s 
war news, 

Five British alrmen starting from 
Dunkirk, took part in the rald on the 


submarine yards, but only two of them 
reached the mark Two were Obliged 
to return owing to the thiek weather, 
and a third was compelled to land in 


Holland owing to envine trouble and 
wos interned. 

According to a report issued by the 
British admiralty two of ihe five sub- 
marines which Were observed on the 
silps. were damaged and the works 
sat afire. Prior to the war this plant 
was knOWn as the Cockerill works 
and belonged to a British company 
When the Germans took the plant 
over, a high fence w erected around 
it and no Belgien was allowed to en- 
ter, Workmen were brought from 
Germany to build the submarines, It

The troops which 
have so far received every very effec- 
tive drilling willl @o through thelr fl 
nal training at Sewell to fil them for 
service at the front, In fact, it is 
expected that Sewell will accomplish 
the same purpose for the western 
troaps as Valgartier is to aceomplish 
for the eastern regiments. Tents will 
be itched and some new headquarters 
buildings will be erected for the camp

To Brect 500 Targets,

The budget debate in the legislative 
assembly entered on a new phase yea- 
terday afternoon, when A. F, Ewing, 
the junior member for Edmonton, 
moved an amendment that supply De 
not granted “until further particulars 
are furnished concerning the amount 
to be yoted,” The amendment refers 
to the bulk estimates for the firat three 
months of next year. Premier Sifton 
has stated that these estimates are 
merely for the purpose of paying cur- 
rent expenditure until the session 
early next year, and that a full ap- 
portunity will be given of discussing 
these estimates at that time. 

There is as yet no sign of the budget 
debate being brought to a close, and 
it seerns now to be an accepted ‘tact 
that prorogation cannot in any evént 
take place before Raster, and that the 
session may last another three weeks, 
and perhaps longer than that, 

Three Speeches Yesterday. 

Three speeches were made in the 
budget debate yesterday afternoon. 
Hon, J. R. Boyle, minister of eduba- 
tion, continued his speech of the pre- 
vious afternoon, He wag followed by 
A. F, Ewing, of Bdémonton. The third 
speaker was the Hon. C. W. Cross, at- 
torney-teneral. F, Archery, of Innis- 
fail, moved the eournment of the 
debate, 

Mr. Cross spoke for only twenty 
minutes. His remarks were in regard 
to the charges made by T. M, Tweedle, 
the Conservative member for Centre 
Calgary, that the land titles’ eme- 
ployees consist largely of the attorney- 
general's political heelers; that many 
of them, although in receipt of large 
salaries, never go near those offices 
except to draw their salary checks and 
expense acceunts; And that these em- 
ployees are incompetent and altogeth- 
er onfitted for the poritions.
